2. On 21 August (last Friday) you telephoned m regarding yens* 
meeting with the Boa tana ter General and your opportunity to see the 
experimental work being done in the use of telecommunications to 
mail. You asked me to have a look at it and to get in touch with Mr. 
Suraaerfield’s office for that purpose. I did so that same afternoon 
and got an appointment for 2*30 Monday afternoon, 2b August. 


3* Mr. Suiranerfleld gave me some background on the project and 
then took me to the experimental set-up they are working with. I 
found that they are using conventional facsimile equipment over a 
telephone circuit to the Fbrt Office In boa Angeles. Then is nothing 
new here technically but the concept of the use of foesimile for 
ban&llng not only correspondence of Government agencies end business 
but mall fear the public is new so far as I know.
